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What Is Faith?

Faith is grasping the unrealities of 
hope and bringing them into the 
realm of reality. Faith is the war- 
ranty deed that we have the thing 
for which we asked. Faith is now, not 
sometime in the future. 

Heb. 11:6, “But without faith it is 
impossible to please him: for he that 
cometh to God must believe that he 
is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him.” Rom. 10:17, 
“So then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” Faith 
is the result of hearing the Word. 
Through the Word we have faith in 
God and believe to the saving of 
the soul and healing of the body. 

Faith is the gift of God. Eph. 2:8, 
“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it 
is the gift of God.” Faith is not some- 
thing created by man, but given of 
God. Heb. 12:2, “Looking unto Je- 
sus the author and finisher of our 
faith; who for the joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, despis- 
ing the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God.” 

Faith is a breastplate of protection. 
1 Thess. 5:8, ‘But let us, who are of 
the day, be sober, putting on the 
breastplate of faith and love; and 
for an helmet, the hope of salvation.” 
Faith, a small amount, will move a 
mountain; faith will make one an 
heir of heaven. Eph. 2:8, “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God.” Heb. 10:38, “Now the 
just shall live by faith: but if any 
man draw back, my soul shall have 
no pleasure in him.” We are not 
pleasing God if we draw back; we are 
not living holy before Him. 

I have given you scriptures telling 
you how we get faith, and what faith 
will do. So if we really believe God’s 
Word, why don’t we have faith in 
God so we can see some marvelous 
healings today like the early Church 
had? “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and today, and for ever.” Jer. 
32:27, “Behold, I am the Lord, the 
God of all flesh: is there any thing 
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too hard for me?” Do you believe the 
Word, brother? Read Heb. 10:38 
once again. James 5:16, “Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one 
for another, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” 

We shall look at the centurion 
spoken of in Luke 7:3-10. He sent 
for Jesus to come and heal his serv- 
ant. “Then Jesus went with them. 
And when he was now not far from 
the house, the centurion sent friends 
to him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself: for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 
Wherefore neither thought I myself 
worthy to come unto thee: but say in 
a word, and my servant shall be 
healed,” verses 6, 7. Do you see this 
man’s helplessness? When we are 
weak, then we are strong. Verse 9, 
“When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people that 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel.” 

Acts 14:8, “And there sat a cer- 
tain man at Lystra, impotent in his 
feet, being a cripple from his mother’s 
womb, who never had walked.” Look- 
ing from the natural, things looked 
impossible for the poor man. Verses 
9, 10, “The same heard Paul speak: 
who stedfastly beholding him, and 
perceiving that he had faith to be 
healed, said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked.” The man obeyed; he 
put his faith into action. Faith is 
NOW; when you believe the Word of 
God and move to God, He will meet 
you. 

Rom. 5:1, 2, “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ: 
by whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God.” 

Rom. 14:23b, “For whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin.” Do you want sin? 
We must act on our faith; faith with- 
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out works is dead. James 2:20, 21, 24, 
“But wilt thou know, O vain man; 
that faith without works is dead? 
Was not Abraham our father justified 
by works, when he had offered 
Isaac his son upon the altar? Ye 
see then how that by works a man 
is justified, and not by faith only.” 
Faith and works must work together 
for results. 

I have told you how we get faith, 
but now I am telling you why we fail 
to have faith. The devil has us 
blinded. We have a sense knowledge 
which has given us a mental assent, 
which appears so much like real faith 
that many of us cannot tell the dif- 
ference. We see it, admire it, and 
say, “It is true, but not in my case.” 
We agree that the Bible is the Word 
of God, and that we believe every 
word is true, but when the test comes, 
down we go; it does not work. The 
trouble is, we do not act on what the 
Word says, just have faith in God. 
We want to see. You say, “When I 
see it, when I feel it, I will know I 
have it.” That is not faith. If God 
says it is true, if He says I am healed, 
I should accept it; I should believe 
His Word, irrespective. of circum- 
stances or conditions around me. 


You hear men tell God they know 
that what He says is true. They say, 
“I believe every word, but for some 
reason I do not get healed. I can’t 
understand it.” That is sense knowl- 
edge. Here is what we must have to 
get results. Faith is the RESULT OF 
THE WORD OF GOD DWELLING IN 
US. I don’t mean the Word committed 
to memory; I mean the Word lived 
and practiced until it has become a 
part of ourselves. We meditate on 
it, we think deeply in it, we feed upon 
it; the Word becomes a very part of 
ourselves. This Word of faith builds 
into us confidence and assurance. 

Here are some results of faith 
dwelling in God’s saints. They will 
live saved from sin and fear. Who 
walks by faith, is he not a happy 
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SUNDAY SCHOOL 

Ninety-seven per cent of all crimes committed are com- 
mitted by those who have never attended Sunday School, 
and yet the time spent in Sunday School is so small, 
compared to the hours spent in other studies. If a child 
enters Sunday School when he is four, and drops out when 
he is fourteen, which is too often the case, there are ten 
years of studying, on an average of about seventeen 
hours a year. That would make one hundred and seventy 
hours. During the same time he is in Sunday School for one 
hundred seventy hours, he will likewise receive twelve 
thousand hours in public school. What a difference! One 
hundred seventy hours compared to twelve thousand 
hours is such a little time spent in Sunday School, and 
yet this time is so important. 

Dr. Clarence H. Benson states that, “on an average the 
Jewish children receive religious instruction three hun- 
dred and twenty-five hours annually, and the Catholic 
about two hundred hours annually, while the Protestant 
children receive only about seventeen hours in a whole 
year. Mothers, fathers, do you realize your responsibility 
in keeping your children in Sunday School? Take them 
to Sunday School, don’t just send them. Sunday School 
teachers, do you visualize your tremendous responsibility 
and great opportunity, in molding the characters of those 
little embryonic men and women? You can rest assured 
that if you train them in Sunday School they will not be 
filling our penal institutions, but instead they will make 
worth-while citizens, who love and cherish the Church, and 
in the end will reap everlasting life.

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COMMUNISM 

The godless, mighty octopus that is encircling Europe 
now has a strangle hold on America. We are assured that 
there are more Communists in the United States now than 
there were in Russia at the time of its overthrow; more 
in proportion than were needed to conquer Spain. 

Ministers, laymen, we are now facing the most danger- 
ous and treacherous enemy the cause of Christ has ever 
had. It is the same enemy, only working through an in- 
ternational, secretive, declared anti-God, antichrist move- 
ment—the Communist Party. When we say we are liv- 
ing in the most perilous time of world history, it has be- 
come sO common you are not excited, you are content to 
go on hoping. Hope is a wonderful thing. We serve “The 
God of Hope.” “We are saved by hope”—‘“Jesus Christ who 
is our Hope.” Our hopes are grounded on the assuring 
facts from the eternals, that our God will triumph. But, 
brethren, don’t sit idly by and hope that Communism, with 
its avowed God-hating and God-defying, labor-deceiving 
spirit of the underworld is not spreading and endangering 
every move of the church and democracy. 

Recently, in the hearings before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, House of Representatives, of the 
Eightieth Congress, in its first session on H. R. 1884 and 
H. R. 2122 bills to curb or outlaw the Communist Party of 
the United States, under Part 2, Testimony of J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(March 26, 1947), bring to light some startling facts. The 
chairman said, “Mr. Hoover has been invited to appear 
before the Committee to give his views on the subject of 
Communism and how it can best be dealt with. The threat 
presents not only a domestic problem, but an international 
problem. It is, to my mind, the most serious threat facing 
the world today.” 

Mr. Hoover: “The aims and responsibilities of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation are the same—the protection of the 
internal security of this Nation. The methods whereby this 
goal may be accomplished differ, however. 

“IT have always felt that the greatest contribution this 
Committee could make is the public disclosure of the 
forces that menace America—Communist and Fascist. That 
is why the venom of the American Communist and the 
now defunct German-American Bund has been directed 
at this Committee as it has also been directed at the F.B.I. 
This Committee renders a distinct service when it publicly 
reveals the diabolic machinations of sinister figures en- 
gaged in un-American activities. 

“Anyone who opposes the American Communist is at 
once branded as a ‘disrupter,’ a ‘Fascist,’ a ‘Red baiter,’ 
or a ‘Hitlerite,’ and becomes the object of a systematic 
campaign of character assassination. This is easily under- 
stood, because the basic tactics of the Communist Party 
are deceit and trickery. 

“The great god of the American Communists, Comrade 
Lenin—whose writings are their Bible—in various speeches 
and writings, urged the use of deceit and trickery, and his 
converts live by his injunction: 

“<«The strictest loyalty to the ideas of Communism must 
be combined with the ability to make all necessary prac- 
tical compromises, to maneuver, to make agreements, zig- 
zag retreats, and so on, so as to accelerate the coming to 
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power ...’ (Left-Wing Communism and Infantile Disorder, 
pp. 75-76, V. I. Lenin, International Publishers Co., Inc., 
1940). 

“Lenin’s views were incorporated in the thesis on the 
‘Fundamental Tasks of the Second Congress of the Com- 
munist International,’ and the following provision is fa- 
miliar to all American Communists: 

“In all countries, even the freest, “Legal and peaceful,” 
in the sense that the cities’ struggle is less acute in them, 
the time has fully matured when it is absolutely necessary 
for every Communist Party systematically to combine legal 
with illegal work, legal with illegal organization. .. . It is 
necessary, immediately, for all legal Communist Parties to 
form illegal organizations. . . . Illegal work is particularly 
necessary in the Army, the Navy, and police.’ 

“(Vol. X, Selected Works of Lenin, pp. 172-173; Inter- 
national Publishers Company, Inc., 1943.) 

“The Communist movement in the United States began 
to manifest itself in 1919. Since then it has changed its 
name and its party line whenever expedient and tactful. 
But always it comes back to fundamentals and bills itself 
as the party of Marxism-Leninism. As such, it stands for 
the destruction of our American form of government; it 
stands for the destruction of American democracy; it 
stands for the destruction of free enterprise; and it stands 
for the creation of a ‘Soviet of the United States’ and ulti- 
mate world revolution. 


“Party Found Illegal: On May 28, 1942, Hon. Francis Bid- 
dle, then Attorney General, in reviewing the deportation 
proceedings of Harry Bridges, found that the Communist 
Party, from the time of its inception in 1919, believes in, ad- 
vises, advocates, and teaches the overthrow by force and 
violence, of the government of the United States.” (The 
underscoring is mine.) 

Mr. Hoover further states: “We are witnessing the same 
tactics today.... 


“The size of the party is relatively unimportant because 
of the enthusiasm and ironclad discipline under which 
they operate. In this connection, it might be of interest 
to observe that in 1917, when the Communists overthrew 
the Russian Government, there was one Communist for 
every 2,277 persons in Russia. In the United States today 
there is one Communist for every 1,814 persons in the coun- 
try.” (Continued)

During the 1946-47 college year, 
when I was in Maryville College, I 
heard Reverend Doctor Jesse Baird, 
President of the San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary, as he-spoke to us on 
current world problems and their 
solutions. Dr. Baird, in his message, 
said that he was sitting in at a 
United Nations meeting during its 
session in San Francisco, and while 
he was there, he heard a representa- 
tive from Ethiopia give a report. The 
Ethiopian representative made an 
appeal to America and the other 
Christian nations not to forget Ethi- 
opia, for he felt that peace from all 
distress, and the solution to all prob- 
lems could only come through the 
Man of Galilee, who taught world 
unity and world peace. I am just as 
convinced as the negro statesman 
that world peace and world happi- 
ness can only come through Jesus. 
Certainly, we do need unity as it is 
taught in God’s Holy Word, not only 
in the world, but in the Church. 

It is plainly evident that the Bible 
stresses unity throughout its whole 
text, and we, as Pentecostal people, 
should definitely realize the fact that 
unity is necessary before deeper ex- 
periences come from the Lord. For, 
were not the one hundred and twenty 
with one accord in the upper room be- 
fore the Holy Ghost came to them? 

If unity were so important in the 

early Church, then unity should be 
important in the latter-day Church 
—the Church which is now alive and 
awaits the soon coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. He will expect this 
Church to be like the early. Church, 
and that can only come when unity 
and love prevail. 
A- favorite Hebrew poet of mine, 
King David, who so beautifully united 
Israel and Judah, wrote the follow- 
ing,.words in his book The Psalms: 
“Behold, how good and how pleasant 
itis for brethren to dwell together 
in.-unity!” This little song, which 
was -to his people, can be a song and 
a deep message for us of today. 

There are many theories as to why 
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David wrote this little song of unity, 
but the one I think is the most cor- 
rect is that all the twelve tribes of 
Israel were united in a perfect unity, 
and David, seeing how beautiful it 
was, exclaimed to them: “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant our unity 
is!” Let us look into this song and 
discuss the similes that David uses in 
order to call our attention to the 
beauty of this unity. 

The song begins with the word 
behold. This word calls attention; it 
means “look!” How good and how 
pleasant it is for men to dwell to- 
gether in unity! It continues by say- 
ing, “It (unity) is like the precious 
ointment upon the head, that ran 
down upon the beard, even Aaron’s 
beard; that went down to the skirts 
of his garments.” This anointing oil, 
that was used to sanctify the priests, 
had many significances: 

1. Jt was very fragrant. It was 
highly perfumed. In Exodus 30, God 
told Moses how to make this perfume 
of sweet spices and stacte and oyncha 
and frankincense, in order to have a 


’ holy, sweet, fragrant oil with which 


to consecrate God’s minister. Unity, 
also, causes a sweet fragrance to 
reach the nostrils of God, as did the 
consecrating oil upon the head and 
body of His minister. Paul says in 
the first part of the fifth chapter 
of Ephesians: “Be ye therefore fol- 
lowers of God, as dear children; and 
walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved us, and hath given himself for 
us an offering and a sacrifice to God 
for a sweetsmelling savour.” Christ’s 
supreme sacrifice was sweet-smelling 
to God, as was the anointing oil, 
which is compared to the unity of 
brethren. If the Church of God were 
completely unified in spirit, purpose, 
and desire—to see lost souls find Je- 
sus Christ—then the fragrance of our 
unity would reach the sweetness of 
the oil which was so pleasing to God. 

2. It was holy. God said that if any- 
one other than the priest would com- 
pound this holy oil, and place it up- 
on a stranger, he would be cut off 
from his people. Unity, like this oil, 
is holy, sending out a spirit of love. 

3. It was God-chosen. God chose 
this oil for the consecrating of His 
servant, and He chose its ingredients. 
God is pleased with unity and its in- 
gredients—love and the Holy Spirit. 
For, if we have love one for another, 
then we will love our neighbors as 
ourselves and will prefer one another. 
In 1 John 5:1, it is written that we 
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must love everyone that is begotten 
of God. If we see, then, the need of 
a unified church, we will love our 
brother, that is begotten of God, re- 
gardless of his theological belief, in 
order to have a more perfect unity. 
The work of the Holy Spirit brings 
this love and unity, as was shown on 
the day of Pentecost. 

4. It was complete. Aaron’s clothes 
had on them symbols of all twelve 
tribes of Israel. He was a representa- 
tive to God of every one of the tribes. 
This ointment ran down upon his 
beard to the skirts of his garments, 
unifying the whole of the _ twelve 
tribes before God in a sweet-smelling 
savour. Unity, like this oil, would 
take in the high and the low, the 
rich and the poor, the negro and the 
white, the heathen and the believer, 
making us all brethren before the 
Lord. 

5. It was the completion of becom- 
ing a priest. When this oil was placed 
on Aaron, that was the consecration 
before God. Are we truly, then, fruit- 
ful ministers in the sight of God if 
we do not have unity? 

David also likens unity to the dew 
of Hermon. The Pulpit Commentary 
says that Palestine is dependent en- 
tirely upon Hermon’s dew, because 
for months it is destitute of rain. The 
dew that descends from this mount 
enters the river that is at its base, 
and thereby feeds the whole land of 
Palestine to southern Zion with the 
much-needed water. David, knowing 
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“thy Faith Is in the Blood of Christ

Is your faith in the blood of Christ 
for your salvation, or is it in the 
moral fluid of your self-righteous- 
ness? Except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the mod- 
ern, bloodless scribes and Pharisees, 
you shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven, for the Bible 
knows nothing of salvation by the 
imitation or influence of Christ’s life, 
but only by and through the blood of 
Christ. 1 Peter 1:18, 19, “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fa- 
thers; but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot.” 


WHY THE BLOOD? 

“Because the life of the flesh is in 
the blood,” Lev. 17:11, therefore 
nothing short of the shedding of the 
blood can atone for sin. The Bible 
says, “... without shedding of blood 
is no remission,” Heb. 9:22. The 
blood had to be shed, but not all 
blood could take away sin, Heb. 10:4. 
The blood of no beast and of no man 
can take away or wash away sin. Only 
the precious blood of Christ can wash 
you clean, wash you white. Oh, don’t 
you want to feel the cleansing power 
wash you whiter than snow? “Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith 
the Lord: though your sins be as scar- 
let, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool,” Isa. 1:18. Again 
God says, “If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness,” 1 John 1:9. Yes, if 
we come and confess to God our sins, 
then God will take all of our sins and 
transfer them to Christ, and Christ 
will be made sin for us. 2 Cor. 5:21, 
“For he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin: that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in 
him.” Then Christ died for us. 1 Cor. 
15:3, “For I delivered unto you first 
of all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” As He died on 
the cross, the blood came into sight 
and atoned for sin, making a cov- 
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enant with God, Heb. 13:20; it pays 
for our sins, 1 Cor. 6:20, and trans- 
fers Christ’s righteousness to _ us, 
2 Cor. 5:21. So we are -made right- 
eous through the blood of Christ. 
This is God’s way of saving us. 

The blood of God’s holy Son has 
efficacious power to cleanse from sin. 
Because His blood is precious blood; 
because He is God’s Son, begotten of 

— 

God, Heb. 5:5, so His blood is not only 
blood but efficacious blood. This 
makes the difference, and so God gave 
and opened wide the side of His only 
and holy Son, and out came blood, 
efficacious blood, that can make the 
vilest sinner clean. So let_us come, 
Isa. 1:18, “Come now, and let us 
reason together,’ saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though 
they be red like crimson, they shall 
be as wool,” and be washed clean. 
Let us sing, 


“There is a fountain filled with blood, 

Drawn from Immanuel’s véins; 

And sinners plunged beneath that 
flood, 

Lose all their guilty stains. 

Lose all their guilty stains,

And sinners plunged beneath that

Now let us believe God and move 
into tf John 1:9, “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness,” and walk 
around in 1 John 1:7, “But’ if we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

THE BLOOD AND THE CROSS 

The blood and the cross go to- 


gether. You see, in olden times, that 
is in Old Testament days, the in- 
nocent victim was slain before the 
altar. The blood shed, the animal was 
then prepared for burning, and so the 
altar became that which held up the 
burning sacrifice. As the man looked 
on, he could say, “That animal is 
taking my place in dying and suffer- 
ing, giving and bleeding, broken for 
me. God made a way for me and so 
I bring my sacrifice to the altar 
again and again, and_see the quiver- 
ing, trembling lamb die all for me.” 
Oh, God is good,.as all of this was 
only to be finally and once for always 
settled! The Lamb of God came into 
the world, not to live but to die, not 
to be skinned and cut into pieces; no, 
but to shed His blood, not on a Jewish 
altar, but on a cross, which became 
His altar. And so nailed on. a cross, 
Christ’s blood touched the cross and 
sanctified it so that it (found its way 
high up on church spires, and on 
_watch chains and neck chains; and 
though this is not in keeping with the 
Word of God, yet. the cross had its 
place in holding (up)the sacrifice, the 
Lamb of God, until all the weight, 
justice, and wrath of God fell on 
Him, dealing Him the deathblow, and 
He tasted death for every man, Heb. 
2:9. Ever since then, all men every- 
where have some respect for the 
cross, and you can see it on. lockets, 
prayer beads, and where not. Let. me 
repeat, that though the world is 
wrong in the display of the cross, 
nevertheless, the cross goes with 
Christ and the Christian. Mark 8:34 


The cross is God’s one and final New \ 


Testament altar, on which( the Son 
of God died and forever sanctified 
the emblem of suffering and shame. 
~Like the Christ of God, who was made 
a curse for us, Gal. 3:13, so the cursed 
cross, through the precious blood of 
God’s holy Son, became the blood- 
stained emblem in which we glory, 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified to us and 
we to the world. But the blood has 
made it so, and so it is that the blood, 
and blood only, can atone for sin. 
Are you washed in the blood? As for 
me, 

“TI took a plunge into the crimson

Here is 
the need: 


We have many thousands of people 
throughout the islands of the West 
Indies who are not able to attend 
service or to send their families to 
Sunday School because they do not 
have sufficient clothing to wear. I 
feel sure that many of our good State 
Overseers will introduce a plan to 
their people to collect good used 
clothing to send to some of our is- 
lands that are in great need at this 
time. 


If you are interested in helping us 
along this line, I offer the following 
suggestion. Perhaps you have one or 
more large congregations in your state 
that would be glad to fill one or more 
barrels of used clothing, of all types 
and sizes, and possibly be willing to 
pay the freight charges of the same 
to one of our near-by mission fields. 


I ‘have recently made an investi- 
gation and found that practically all 
of our island governments will permit 
used clothing to come in to our needy 
people, free of duty. 


Brethren, if you are not in a posi- 
tion, or your state is not able to make 
such a contribution, please do not 
feel bad about it. However, if you 
wish to collect used clothing for our 
mission people, we will appreciate it 
very much, and for your convenience, 
I am sending an attached paper con- 
taining the names and addresses of 
the missionary and country where 
you may ship the clothing. 


May the dear Lord bless you abun- 
dantly and may heaven’s richest 
blessings rest upon you in your work 
for the Master.

TWEEN JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 

AND CIGARETS

character of boys and girls as the 
cigaret habit.”—Herbert Hoover. 

“Every male juvenile delinquent 
brought before me for the last seven- 
teen years, has been a cigaret smoker.”

“Students at the University of 
Southern California have conducted 
many important experiments with 
split seconds in advanced physiology 
and psychology. Laboratory experi- 
ments proved, by a measure of time 
reactions, the difference in reaction 
time when under the influence of 
drugs and when not under their in- 
fluence. In all cases, the drugs slowed 
up the action time. 

“All students entering the University 
are required to take the entrance ex- 
aminations. It was found that those 
who failed in their entrance exami- 
nations were users of tobacco in vari- 
ous forms. There has not been a 
record of a nonuser failing in these 
examinations. The I. Q. tests were 
based on a time factor and showed 
conclusively how the use of tobacco 
and stimulants lowered the mental 


ability by retarding the reactions. 
“It’s not how much you know that 
counts, but rather whether’ you have 
the will power to keep doing right and 
avoiding wrong, especially when it 
comes to the use of irritants that in- 
terfere with the ability to make quick 
and accurate decisions.

these facts, compares it to unity that 
is good and pleasant. Here are a few 
facts concerning the dew: 

1. It causes fertility. If we have 
unity among our brethren, it, like 
the dew, will cause fertility in the 
seed of the gospel which has been 
planted in the heart of some unbe- 
liever, for he, seeing the pleasant- 
ness of unity, will accept the gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2. It cools the -sun-scorched earth. 
Unity, too, can cool man’s heated 
passions and cause him to love with 
a love that is divine. 

3. It does not tarry. Micah 5:7“... 
dew ... tarrieth not for man, nor 
waiteth for the sons of men.” Neither 
will unity tarry when we seek for it. 

4. it is gentle. The monsoons of 
India come in great torrents for weeks 
and weeks, sometimes causing floods 
and disaster, but the dew comes si- 
lently and gently. Unity comes in the 
same manner among the brethren 
when they sincerely ask God to fill 
their lives and their neighbors’, or 
enemies’, lives with love and the Holy 
Spirit. Then God works for the bene- 
fit of the Church as silently and 
calmly as He forms the dew. 

5. It can not be kept for one’s self. 
The dew comes to all the herbs, 
grasses, and weeds. Just so does unity 
come to all, for if one of us strives for 
unity, the unity must be complete, 
coming to all in the Church. 

The last part of this little song of 
David’s says: “for there (i. e., when 
there was unity) the Lord commanded 
the blessing, even life for evermore.” 
It is when we have unity that the 
Lord commands a blessing. If we, 
ministers and members of the Church 
of God, will have unity, then we can 
say as David did, that it is good and 
pleasant like the consecration oil and 
the refreshing dews of Hermon. That 
in itself is a blessing, but we have al- 
so the promise of a commanded bless- 
ing—the blessing of eternal life! 

Can you see now that David’s song 
should be resounded around the world, 
since he shows how beautiful unity is? 
By the power of the Lord we can 
have a_ spotless Church, without 
wrinkle, to present to Him when He 
comes for us, which may be very, 
very soon. Remember, “He that de- 
scended is the same that ascended 
far up above the heavens, that he 
might fill all things. And he gave 
some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
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and some, evangelists; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers; for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body 
of Christ: until we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ,” 
Ephesians 4:10-13. Jesus desires, and 
will eventually have, a unity of the 
faith. 

You can see, then, that our church 
can never be perfect unless it is 
completely unified through the love 
of Jesus Christ and the work of the 
Holy Spirit. Will you pray with me 
that unity might prevail soon in the 
Church? We, too, want to _ sing 
David’s song: “How good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity!”
